The applicant requested access to “al court or case records, judicia records, and public records (for the
last five years) of misdemeanor convictions, if any semming from violaions of the City of Richardson Parks
Department rules and regulations held by the City of Richardson Municipa Court.” The city agreed to
provide copiesof the recordswith confidentid information redacted, provided the requester paid the costs
of the copying and redacting. The requester filed this petition for review under Rule 12 of the Rules of
Judicid Adminigration.

When records of misdemeanor convictions are in the custody of the municipa court, they are records
pertaining to the municipa court=sadjudicative function and are created, produced, and filed in connection
with mattersthat are or have been before the municipa court. Assuch, they arenot judicid recordswithin
the definition of Rule 12.2(d). See Rule 12 Decisions00-001; 02-002, and 02-005. Accordingly, wedeny
the petition for review.
